The 
manual recommends you have a digital 
multimeter, oscilloscope and a frequency 
counter. fF you do not have this 
equipment, the task is harder but not 
impossible. lf you can borrow test 
anu pment or use equipment at work, you 
ind the calibration procedure to 90 
much easier. 


My first moment of excitement was when | 
rene ed the calibration if gee Prieta and 
realized the Packet Boar 


our radio is not set 
“ip ute ecternal Ja [had to run a 


separate set of speaker lead wires and a 


shielded audio cable wire from the internal 

epeakes, and microphone input_circuit in 
the radio to a junction box. Then | had to 
run. a multiple conductor shielded feed 
cable from the Junction box to the 
Packet Board. An RS232 cable also needed 
to be connected from the Packet Board 
to the computer.

set of contacts and my education on the 
different types of software which can be 
used.
